During  the  year  I  was  particularly  grateful  to  the  Council  for 
their  decision  to  commence  extremely  well  managed  controlled  “•  tipping 
of  household  refuse  to  replace  crude  tipping  and  incineration,  which 
had  become  a  bugbear.

DRAINAGE  AI^^D  SEWllRAGE 

The  Drinkstone  sewer  became  available  in  November  and  immediate 
steps  were  taken  to  remedy  the  serious  nuisance  which  had  existed  for 
years  in  Chapel  Lane  i«eo  drains  were  disconnected  from  the  septic 
tanks  at  the  Private  and  Council  housing  estates  and  connected  to  the 
sewer,  the  twice  weekly  visits  of  the  cesspool  emptier  being  no 
longer  required. 

Sewers  have  been  provided  to  serve  the  major  parts  of  fourteen 
of  the  twenty  villages  within  the  District,  and  permission  sought  to 
sewer  Tostock  and  make  extensions  to  outlying  parts  of  Elmswell  and 
Woolpita  It  is  hoped  that  Great  Ashfield,  Hinderclay,  Hunston, 
Langham  and  Stowlangtoft  will  be  sewered  within  a  few  years. 

Advantage  is  still  being  taken  of  the  Discretionary  and 
Standard  Grants  to  provide  bathrooms,  WoC.^s,  Hot  and  Cold  water 
supplies  and  drainage.  During  the  year  54  applications  were  received, 
18  for  Discretionary  and  36  for  Standard  Grants.  In  1966  the  figures 
were  12  for  the  former  and  39  for  the  latter.

Thanks  to  the  provision  of  sewers  the  demand  upon  the  services 
of  the  1,000  gallon  cesspool  emptier  has  eased  considerably,  the  two 
men  engaged  in  working  the  vehicle  do  not  have  to  work  at  such  high 
pressure  and  request  for  use  of  the  vehicle  can  be  met  almost 
immediately. 

There  will,  as  far  as  can  be  foreseen,  always  be  a  need  for  the 
emptier  either  at  the  sewage  disposal  works  or  at  those  parts  of  the 
district  beyond  the  reach  of  the  sewers.

PUBLIC  CT.EANSING 


1967  proved  to  be  a  most  eventful  year.  The  small  refuse  tip  at 
Woolpit  Heath  was,  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  rapidly  filling  and 
application  was  made  for  planning  permission  for  use  of  a  large  pit  on 
the  opposite  side  of  the  road.  The  application  when  advertised  met 
with  immediate  opposition,  a  petition  with  the  names  of  over  330  local 
residents  being  sent  to  the  Planning  Authority. 

Whilst  the  application  was  being  considered,  the  tip  in  use 
became  filled  and  recourse  had  to  be  made  to  a  tip  at  Hinderclay  on 
the  edge  of  the  district,  thereby  adding  sixty  miles  additional 
travelling  when  removing  refuse  from  some  parts  of  the  district o  The 
refuse  removal  staff,  who  are  always  working  at  high  pressure,  had  to 
work  longer  hours,  and  to  supplement  the  one  refuse  vehicle  in  use  an 
open  lorry  was  used. 


Planning  permission  was  eventually  received  for  the  use  of  the 
new  tip  and  the  Co'ioncil  immediately  purchased  a  JoCoB.  Machine  at  a 
cost  of  £3j.529o  5s o  2d.,  and  engaged  the  services  of  an  operator, 
since  when  controlled  tipping  has  been  carried  out  quite  satisfactorily . 
It  is  hoped  that  the  tip  will  last  for  a  period  of  up  to  ten  years. 
Application  has  been  made  and  planning  permission  received  for  a  larger 
tip  at  Elmswell,  which  could  easily  last  for  a  longer  period*, 


The  four  ton  Karrier  refuse  vehicle  is  still,  after  a  period  of 
nine  years,  giving  good  service,  but  is  proving  very  expensive  to 
maintain;  the  Council  have  therefore  ordered  a  new  £4,908  =  35  cubic 

yard  Pakamatic  refuse  collection  vehicle  which,  it  is  hoped,  will  be 
In  use  from  1st  April  I968.  The  intention  of  the  Council  is  to 
improve  the  fortnightly  removal  service  to  weekly  for  the  four  larger 
villages  of  Elmswell,  Hurston,  Walsham-le-Willows  and  Woolpit,  by 
using  the  present  vehicle  in  addition  to  the  new  vehicle.  The 
service  will,  it  is  hoped,  be  extended  to  the  rest  of  the  district  one 
year  later  when  a  second  new  vehicle  should  be  in  use. 


A  pilot  scheme  of  paper  sack  collection  has  been  successfully 
carried  out  at  the  Council’s  centrally  heated  bungalows  for  aged  and 
invalid  persons.  It  is  hoped  that  the  scheme  will  be  extended  to  the 
whole  district  at  the  earliest  opportunity.
